This  brief  account  of  the  first  generations  of  the  Bohne  (called 
Boon)  family  in  America  is  presented  with  the  hope  that  it  may  clear  up 
6one  existing  uncertainties,  and  aid  others  in  future  research,  While 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  accuracy,  your  indulgence  is  asked 
for  any  possible  errors. 

Following  many  years  of  research  and  investigation,  this  compiler 
has  attempted  to  correct,  in  the  following  pages,  some  of  the  fallacies 
that  have  surrounded  Johann  Dicl  Bohne  and  his  family,  some  of  which 
were — 

1.  That  we  are  related  to  Captain  Daniel  Boone  of  Kentucky  fame,  who 
belonged  to  the  English  Boone  family,  which  is  an  error  (page  3); 

2.  That  the  father  of  Johann’s  children  was  one  Michael  Boone  of  the 
English  family,  who  in  reality  was  a  grandson  of  Johann's  (page  3); 

3.  That  Johann's  daughter  Margaret  had  only  one  husband,  Leonard  Pou- 
der,  whereas  she  was  married  a  second  tine  to  John  Everly  (page 
19);  (This  erroneous  conclusion  probably  was  reached  because 
Leonard  Pouder  died  in  177 ^  e-nd  his  will  was  not  filed  until 
1797*  A  prof essional  genealogist,  with  years  of  experience  in 
Los  Angeles,  said  that  nearly  always  a  delayed  filing  of  a  will 
was  to  allow  the  youngest  child  to  become  of  legal  age  before  it 
wa.s  done. ) 

4.  That  Johann's  daughter  Catherine  was  married  to  John  Sullivan, 
whereas  her  husband  was  Cornelius  Sullivan  and  John  was  their 
eldest  child  (page  33)* 

Dr,  John  Calvin  Wright,  now  Assistant  U, S,  Commissioner  for  Vocation¬ 
al  Education,  ’Washington,  D.C.  (a  descendant  of  the  son  John)  has  done 
more  than  anyone  else  to  get  early  data  regarding  Johann,  and  especially 
to  establish  the  connection  between  the  Boons  of  Frederick  Co, ,  Maryland, 
and  the  Boons  of  Franklin  and  Montgomery  Cos, ,  Virginia,  Sincere  thanks 
are  offered  to  Dr,  Wright  who  has  graciously  permitted  the  use  of  any  of 
his  findings.  This  coiroiler  has  concentrated  more  on  the  son  Nicholas 
(her  direct  ancestor),  the  Pouder-Everly,  Sullivan,  and  2£iller  branches. 
The  Hose  family  has  a  professional  genealogist  in  its  connection  who  con¬ 
firms  Johann  Diel  Bohne  as  their  ancestor.  The  family  of  Jacob  has  been 
printed  in  the  Bocne  Family  Bulletin, 

A  personal  search  of  the  court  house  records — marriage  licenses,  ad¬ 
ministration  accounts,  wills  and.  deeds  in  Frederick,  Westminster,  end  Ha¬ 
gerstown,  Maryland;  early  church  records  in  the  Maryland  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  in  Baltimcre;  U.S,  Census  reccrds  in  Washington,  D.C.;  and  pension 
records,  have  yielded  many  proofs.  Correspondence  with  many  descendants 
have  also  added  much.  Sene  facts  will  always  remain  in  oblivion.  Thanks 
are  given  to  everyone  for  help  and  patience  in  replying  tc  queries.  We 
can  well  feel  proud  of  cur  sturdy  German  ancestors — industrious,  thrifty, 
reliablo,  honest,  religious  people — and  be  grateful  to  then  for  the  energy 
and  enterprise  that  brought  them  to  our  America..  The  Germans  of  200  years 
ago  were  very  different  from  the  Germans  in  the  old  country  today.

JOHANN  BIEL  30EKE. 

In  the  year  1741  a  German  Irani grant  'ey  the  name  of  Johann  Biel  Bohne, 
(great  great  greeit  grandfather  of  this  comoilor)  landed  in  Philadelphia. 
(His  name  was  pronounced  Boon).  Doubtless  his  wife  and  three  or  four  sons 
wore  with  him.  The  passenger  list  of  the  boat — the  Marlborough— did  not 
show  the  names  of  the-  women  and  children.  Only  males  of  sixteen  or  over 
were  required  to  take  tho  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  Government,  Jchann 
gave  his  age  as  30  years. 

Dr.  John  Calvin  bright,  Director  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Vocational 
Education,  Washington,  D.  C.  (a  descend, ant  of  the  son  John)  discovered 
those  facts — the  name  of  Johann  on  the  passenger  list  of  the  ’’Marlborough" ; 
his  will  on  file  in  Fredorick,  Maryland;  tho  seat  of  the  Bohne  family  in 
Germany;  and  in  1937  the  exact  location  of  his  land  in  Frederick  (now 
Carroll)  County,  Maryland. 

There  appears  to  have  been  tvo  distinct  lines  of  tho  Boone  family  in 
Amcrica— -the  British  (English,  Scotch  and  Scotch-1 ri ch,  to  which  Captain 
Daniel  Boone  belonged)  and  the  German,  that  came  by  the  way  of  Maryland. 

The  seat  of  the  German  Boone  family  is  said  to  have  been  in  the 
Palatinate  Province  of  Pfalz,  near  the  village  of  Obermoschcl,  20  or  25 
miles  southwest  of  the  town  of  Mainz,  and  on  the  banks  of  a  small  stream 
which  empties  into  the  Rhine,  due  north.  While  the  German  name  is  spelled 
Bohne  (Johann’s  signaturo  to  his  oath  of  allegiance  in  1741,  which  a 
photostat  shows)  and  Bohn  (Johann's  signature  to  his  will  in  1761,  which 
a  photostat  shows),  the  pronunciation  is  £ oone,  even  to  this  day  among 
his  descendants  now  living  in  Maryland.  A  great  many  of  his  descendants 
havo  adopted  the  English  spelling,  Eoone.  In  the  samo  family  seme  children 
spell  it  Bohn  and  some  Boone.  In  ear]y  deeds,  Johann's  sons  used  both  Bohn 
and  Boon.  On  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of  one  of  the  children  of  his 
daughter  Margaret,  which  is  still  in  existence,  Margaret  is  mentioned  as 
"one  born  Bohne." 

A  photostat  of  the  ship's  passenger  list  shows  that  Johann  Biol  Bohne 
arrived  in  Philadelphia  on  the  boat  "Marlborough"  in  1741.  On  this  li3t 
of  72  names,  he  i  s  number  47.  His  name  is  written  in  English  and  spelled 
phonetically  as  "Bewail c  poon" ,  aged  30.  His  middle  name  was  used,  and 
"3"  is  often  mistaken  for  "p"  when  spoken  by  a  German.  The  Oath  of  Alle¬ 
giance  of  the  "Marlborough's"  passengers  was  made  September  23,  1741,  as 
shown  by  a  photostat  of  the  original  document  now  on  file  with  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Historical  Society  at  Harrisburg.

At  the  Court  House  in  Philadelphia,  September  23,  1741, 
present:  The  Honorable  George  Thomas,  Esq.,  Lieutenant  Governor,  end 
Samuel  Hassell,  l3q. ,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 

The  Palatines  whose  names  are  underneath  imported  in  the  Ship  Marl¬ 
borough,  Thomas  Bell,  Master,  from  Rotterdam,  but  last  from  Cowes, 
did  this  day  take  the  oaths  to  the  Government,  (Johann  Diel  Bohne 
was  number  44  on  the  list.) 

It  is  not  known  where  Johann  and  family  spent  the  first  few  years 
after  their  arrival  in  America.  On  April  10,  1750,  50  acres  located  near 
Frizellburg,  now  Carroll  County,  Maryland,  called  "Boon’s  Content"  were 
patented  to  Theobald  Boon  (Land  Tarrant  No.  587,  prince  George  County.) 

We  know  by  his  will  that  this  was  Johann  Diel  Bohn  whose  name  was  often 
misspelled  by  public  officials.  On  March  28,  1752,  at  the  request  of 
Deal  Boone,  tho  following  marks  of  his  cattle  and  hogs  were  recorded, 
to- wit;  "The  left  ear  cropt  and  a  nick  in  the  right  car"  (Land  Record 
B,  folio  $45,  1748-52,  Frederick,  Md.).  On  Sept.  16,  1752,  he  acquired 
80  acres  of  the  "Re survey  on  Shear  Spring"  (Land  Tarrant  Ho.  1970,  prince 
George  County.)  On  Oct,  10,  1753,  40  .acres  of  the  tract  "No  Thiskey" 

(Land  Warrant  No.  2821.)  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1784.  ho  owned  those 
three  tracts  of  lend*  80  perches  (-^  acre)  were  set  aside  on  tho  "Shear 
Spring"  tract  as  a  family  burial  ground,  practically  all  trace  of  this 
is  gone  at  present. 

Those  three  tracts  remained  in  the  family  until  1777,  until  the  death 
of  the  widow.  Mary,  or  until  the  youngest  son,  Adam,  became  of  age,  as 
provided  by  the  will  of  Johann.  On  Sept.  18,  1777,  Jacob  Boon  (son)  and 
wife  Catrin  deeded  all  their  interest  in  "Shear  Spring"  an  d  "Boon’s  Cent  on 
together  with  a  lot  in  Frizellburg,  to  Mary  Triplett  of  Baltimore  (Liber 
R.P.,  folio  250.)  (In  1732,  Jacob  and  his  younger  brother,  John,  appeared 
in  Bedford,  new  Franklin,  Co.,  Va. ,  John  going  to  Montgomery  County  in 
1807  and  living  in  the  part  that  bccamo  Floyd  County  in  1631). 

On  March  18,  1783,  Nicholas  Boon  (son)  sold  tho  tract  "No  whiskey", 
left  to  him  by  his  father,  to  Michael  Wagoner  (Libor  Yf.R.  #4,  folio  283.) 
The  Bohn-Boon  land  passed  thro  various  hand3  until  it  was  inherited  by 
Mr.  Edward  Formv/alt ,  who  deeded  it  tc  his  stepson,  Mr.  F.  H.  Haines,  tho 
present  owner, 

Frederick  County,  Maryland,  was  formed  in  1748  from  «a  part  of  prince 
George  County,  then  in  1776  'Washington  aid  Montgomery  Counties  were  taken 
from  a  part  of  Frederick  County,  In  1637,  Carroll  County  was  erected 
from  a  part  of  Frcdorick  and  a  part  of  Baltimore  Counties.  Frizellburg, 
Carroll  County,  near  where  the  Bohn-Bcon  land  was  situatod,  is  4  miles 
northwest  of  Westminster  and  is  a  village  of  one  or  two  hundred  persons. 
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Johann  Diel  Bohne  made  his  will  (page  6)  in  1761  just  before  depart¬ 
ing  on  a  voyage  to  Germany.  Ee  probably  died  early  in  1764,  ss  e  notation 
on  the  back  of  his  will  states  that  it  was  "proved  by  P.  Myers,  and  the 
other  (witness)  was  dead  St-  of  April,  1764."  The  witnesses  were  Michael 
and  Peter  Moyer  or  Myers.  The  will  was  filed  April  13,  1764  (Liber  A  #1. 
folic  209)  at  Frederick  and  is  also  on  file  at  Annapolis.  For  some  reason 
the  executors  he  named  did  not  serve,  and  sen  Nicholas  acted  as  adminis¬ 
trator.  A  photostat  c-f  Johann*  s  signature  to  the  original  will  is  in  Ger¬ 
man  as  Bohn,  though  his  name  to  his  Oath  of  Allegiance  has  a  final  "e," 
Bchne.  The  penmanship  is  identical.  Unfortunately,  whoever  wrote  his 
will  for  him,  spelled  his  name  "Bone,"  instead  of  Boon  or  Boone,  and  it  is 
copied  that  way  into  the  Will  Bock  at  Frederick.  The  omission  of  the  one 
"0"  caused  confusion  for  years  as  to  his  identity. 

Johann  gave  his  age  upon  arrival  from  Germany  in  174l  as  30  years, 
and  his  will  was  filed  in  1764,  hence  his  dates  would  be,  1711-1764,  aged 
53.  A  tradition  has  long  existed  among  many  descendants  of  Johann’s 
children  of  relationship  to  Captain  Daniel  Boone  of  Kentucky,  who  was  not 
of  German,  but  of  Sngli sh  ancestry.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  correct 
this  long  standing  error. 

The  mistaken  relationship  of  Captain  Daniel  Beene  probably  originated 
from  a  rumor  that  spread,  source  unknown  and  with  no  apparent  proof,  that 
a  Michael  Boone  of  the  English  family  was  the  father  cf  the  children  that 
Johann  Diel  Bchne  named  in  his  will.  This  was  given  some  credence  in  Mrs, 
Hazel  R.  Spraker’e  bock,  "The  Boone  Family"  under  "Undetermined  Connec¬ 
tions"  page  494,  and  which  she  now  considers  the  most  serious  mistake  in 
her  book.  It  said  that  Michael  Boone  lived  and  died  on  his  farm  in  the 
Mt.  Pleasant  district  cf  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  where  the  old  stone 
barn  he  built  is  still  standing.  Eis  grave  and  that  cf  his  wife  are  near¬ 
by.  Mrs.  Spraker  says  there  was  no  Michael  Boone  in  the  English  family, 

A  search  cf  the  court  house  records  by  this  compiler  in  1936,  and 
also  searches  by  ethers,  show  only  one  man  by  the  name  of  Michael  Boone. 
This  Michael,  son  of  Nicholas  (pages  10,11  &  l4) ,  and  grandson  cf  Johann 
Diel  Bohne,  was  born  about  1773  (bis  wife  born  in  1776,  1850  U.S.  Census) 
and  died  by  July  2o,  1832  (Adn.  Acct.  in  his  estate,  Liber  G.M.E.  #3.  fo¬ 
lio  13)1  married  October  l4,  1804  Mary  Magdalena  Burrier,  daughter  cf 
Philip,  and  Barbara  Burrier.  Philip  Burrier  died  in  1803  leaving  207  acres 
called  "Hitchbaugh"  in  the  Mt.  Pleasant  district,  about  midway  between  Mt. 
Pleasant  and  Liberty,  the  buildings  some  200  yards  from  the  main  highway 
on  the  east  side  of  the  road.  Deeds  filed  between  I0O6  and  1810  show  that 
Michael  Beene  (named  son-in-law  and  executor  in  Barbara  Furrier’s  will, 
filed  in  1822 — Liber  H.S.  #3f  folio  2)  bought  this  land  from  the  Burrier 
heirs.  Michael’s  widow,  Magdalena,  her  daughter  Esther  Nusbauin  and  hus¬ 
band  Frederick  Nusbaum,  deeded  a  part  cf  it  to  Frederick  C.  Keller  in  1846

(Liter  #3»  folio  364),  Paul  Etzlor  of  Frederick  is  the  present  ovracr 
He  and  his  tenant  both  say  no  graves  are  there  now. 


Mrs.  Spraker  endorses  the  above  correction  to  the  error  in  her  book- 
"The  Boone  Family"  page  4J4.  She  writes  that  the  "Michael  Boone"  tradi¬ 
tion  prevailed  in  at  least  three  branches  of  the  family  (Miller,  Koss  anc 
Pouaer)  before  1523,  and  that  the  error  no  doubt  originated  and  spread 
many  years  prior  to  that  date.  The  fact  that  three  branches  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  claimed  a  Michael  Boone  as  the  earliest  known  American  ancestor  made 
it  seem  most  plausible.  Ho  doubt  one  branch  accepted  it  from  another 
several  generations  ago.  "X  am  glad  to  know,"  Mrs.  Spraker  writes,  "that 
your  careful  and  analytical  research  has  uncovr  red  the  truth  and  has  put 
an  end  to  the  unfortunate  perpetuation  of  this  error," 


Johann  Biel  Bohne,  1711-1764,  named  his  v/ife  Mary,  five  sons  and 
four  daughters  in  his  will.  The  birth  years  of  cnly  two  of  his  children 
are  known — dates  from  their  tombstones  in  Ereidcr  Cemetery,  near  Westmin¬ 
ster  ,  now  Carroll  Co.,  Maryland — Margaret  Pouder-Everly  in  1743,  and 
Catherine  Sullivan  in  17 53 •  Nicholas  was  the  eldest,  as  Abraham  called 
him  "half-brother"  in  his  will  in  1825.  Thus  Johann  had  a  v/ife  that  died 
in  Germany,  after  which  he  married  Mary  and  had  eight  children  by  her,  th 
eldest  ones  born  in  Germany,  It  appears  that  Mary  died  about  1777.  Nich 
olas  was  naturalized  in  1765.  Nicholas,  Jacob  and  John  were  on  the  Core¬ 
mittee  of  Observation  in  Frederick  County  during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
Their  names  were  on  the  list  of  "Associator s"  in  the  Maryland  Historical 
Magazine,  Vol,  11,  page  l64.  Adam,  son  of  Nicholas,  v/as  in  active  ser¬ 
vice  (page  13).  Some  unpublished  Revolutionary  War  records  of  Maryland 
state  tha.t  "Abrur.i  Boone"  took  an  Oath  of  Fidelity  and  Support  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  along  with  others,  in  Frederick  County  in  March  1778  (Nat!l  Gen. 
Qpar. ,  Vol.  6,  page  33),

(Dr.  Wright  went  to  considerable  trouble  and  expense  to  examine  the  origi¬ 
nal  will  in  the  Register  of  Yfiils*  effjee  in  Frederick,  Maryland,  and  had 
a  photostat  made  cf  it.  It  was  signed  in  Gerr'iAn  as  Johann  Diel  Bohn,  but 
was  copied  into  the  Will  Book  as  Kan  Deall  Bene,  the  name  used  in  the  body 
cf  the  will  by  the  person  vhc  wrote  it  for  Johann,  emitting  an  "0"  in  Bone, 
Descendants  who  still  use  the  German  spelling  "Bohn"  pronounce  it  "Been"), 
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List  of  heirs  of  Abraham  Bolin  (called  Boon)  in  the  distribution  of  his 
estate  as  compiled  from  the  Court  of  Chancery  record  by  Mrs.  Nellie  Y«hedon# 

Abraham  devised  in  his  will,  made  March  7,  1825  and  filed  at  the  April 
tarm  of  court  in  1827,  that  the  proceeds  of  his  estate  should  go  to  the 
children  of  his  two  brothers,  Jacob  and  John  (D.B. 60-439) .  As  a  result  of 
action  begun  by  Michael  Sullivan,  it  was  divided  by  the  court  in  1854  to  in 
elude  other  nieces  ana  nephews  of  Abraham.

Questioned  as  to  the  name  Pouder,  Bessie  Barnett  of  the  Clerk’s  Office 
said  the  first  letter  could  be  S  or  L,  but  is  very  similar  to  P  in  other 
places  in  the  script.  The  third  letter  could  be  u  or  n  end  could  easily 
be  mistaken  by  anyone  not  familiar  with  the  penmanship  of  that  day,  in  fact 
it  is  often  guess  work.

NICHOLAS  BOON  Sr.  (great  great  grandfather  cf  this  compiler),  eldest 
and  only  child  of  Johann  Did  Bohn  (pronounced  Boon)  and  his  first  wife 
(name  unknown),  was  termed  by  Johann  in  his  will  as  "my  well  beloved  con. 
Nicholas.1"  His  cate  of  birth  and  death  are  unknown,  tho  it  seems  probable 
that  he  was  born  about  173&  P-nd  that  he  lived  to  be  a  very  old  man.  He 
was  on  the  Tax  List  in  District  ffS,  Frederick  County  in  1S23  end  was  as¬ 
sessed  on  145  pounds  of  real  and  15  pounds  of  personal  property. 

Nicholas  was  appointed  administrator  cf  his  father’s  estate  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Albaugh  was  his  security.  It  seems  that  Nicholas  was  slow  in  closin'" 
the  estate  as  on  Oct.  15,  1777 »  Albaugh  appealed  to  the  court  for  a  cita¬ 
tion  against  Nicholas  to  show  why  he  had  not  completed  his  administration 
on  the  estate  (Frederick  County  Minute  Book,  1777— S^r f  page  1)«  July  12, 
1777*  Nicholes  and  Barbara  deeded  parts  of  "Shear  Spring"  and  "Boon’s 
Content"  to  Jacob  Boon  (Liber  R.P.,  folio  207). 


In  1777  mere  cf  the  Bchniland  was  sold  and  in  17S3  Nicholas  sold  "No 

Whiskey"  (4o  acres),  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  father,  to  Michael  Waggoner 

(Liber  W.R.  #4,  folio  283).  "her  e  are  other  records  on  file  in  Frederick 
and  two  show  that  in  1785  Nicholas  gave  George  Devilbiss  and  Jacob  Kohl 

chattel  mortgages  on  livestock  and  grain.  It  would  thus  appear  that  he 

was  in  financial  straits,  however,  in  1814,  he  sold  a  tract  "Hammond’s 
Strife"  to  Thomas  Lonstan  for  $1,327.34  (Liber  W.R.  #46,  folio  423). 

Nicholas  was  naturalized  with  a  large  group  cf  German  Protestants  Gn 
Sept.  11,  1765 — name  written  "Nicholas  Boon"  (Provincial  Court  Judgements 
D.D.  No.  9,  folio  3,  Annapolis,  Maryland).  Ee  was  on  the  Committee  of  Ob¬ 
servation  of  Frederick  County  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  which  was  an 
Association  cf  "Freemen"  of  Maryland  formed  to  oppose  3ritish  oppression, 
the  members  being  known  as  "Associators. "  Nicholas'  name  is  in  the  list 
of  "Associators"  in  the  Maryland  Historical  Magazine,  Vol.  11,  page  l64. 

He  is  termed  an  "Associator"  by  the  National  D.A.R, ,  this  compiler  having 
become  a  member  thro  his  service  with  a  National  D.A.R.  Number  of  333,111. 


In  the  First  Census  of  the  Heads  of  Families  cf  the  U.S.  in  1790  for 
Frederick  Co,,  Md. ,  is  Nicholas  Boon  (2~3**6),  meaning  that  in  his  house¬ 
hold  were  2  males  over  l6  years  of  age,  3  nalcs  under  l6  and  6  females — 
himself,  wife  and  9  children. 

Nicholas  probably  had  3  wives — Anna  Maria  and  Barbara  (last  names 
unknown)  and  Rachel  DeBerry.  Barbara  joined  in  a  deed  that  Nicholas  gave 
to  his  brother  Jacob  in  1777  (Liber  R.P.,  folio  207).  The*  old  records  of 
the  Evangelical  Luthern  Church  of  Frederick,  which  are  in  the  Maryland 
Historical  Society  in  Baltimore,  show  that  ho  had  a  wife  named  .^.nnn  Maria, 
deceased  before  1777  (when  Barbara  joined  in  the  deed)  and  at  the  time  the 
church  entry  was  made  in  1789.  She  entry  is —

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The  records  are  in  German  tut  have  teen  translated  into  English 
and  the  abovo  shops  that  Catharina  Scott,  torn  July  10,  1763,  pas  a 
daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Anna  Maria  Bohn,  and  that  she  and  her  husband, 
John  Scott,  wore  confirmed  in  178S. 

After  the  death  of  Anna  Maria  and  Barbara,  the  mothers  of  his 
children,  ho  probably  had  a  wife  of  his  old  ago,  as  a.  carriage  license 
at  Frederick,  Aug.  3,  1815  to  Nicholas  Bold  and  Rachel  DeBerry  must 
have  been  his,  as  his  son,  Nicholas  Jr.,  had  carried  Christina  Eoessler. 
in  1808  and  she  pas  still  living  at  the  time  of  the  1850  census.  He 
probably  carried  Anna  Maria  about  1760  and  Barbara  about  1777  or  before* 

Nicholas  had  15  children  and  .inna  Maria  was  probably  the  mother 
of  the  first  six  or  eight  of  then.  There  was  Catharina  and  Catherine 
and  Susan  and  Susanna,  two  of  whom  belonged  to  the  first  wife  and  the 
other  two  to  the  second  as  full  sisters  that  lived  to  maturity  would 
not  likely  have  names  so  nearly  alike.  The  names  of  the  15  are  taken 
from  the  records  in  Equity  Case  #1684  in  the  estate  of  his  son  Jacob. 
Thero  is  an  error  in  the  list  as  the  married  names  of  Catharina  and 
Anna  Maria  are  interchanged.  They  arc  given  as  Catharina  Frost  and 
Anna  Maria  Scott,  whereas,  the  marriage  of  Cn.tha.rina  to  John  Scott  is 
in  the  records  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  the  banns  of  Anna 
Maria  to  George  Erass  (now  Eross)  arc  in  the  records  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  (Md.  Hist.  Soc.,  Baltimore). 

Jacob,  son  of  Nicholas,  died  intestate  in  May  1839  leaving  only  a 
widow,  so  that  his  brothers  and  sisters,  or  their  heirs,  were  his  heirs. 
Ihis  necessitated  selling  Jacob's  land  and  dividing  half  of  the  proceeds 
among  his  brothers  and  sisters  or  their  heirs*  It  was  fortunate  in  that 
it  gives  their  names  to  the  present  generation.  (Equity  Case  #1684, 
filed  Sept.  9,  1839,  Libor  H.S,  #6,  folios  265  to  275). 

As  Nicholas  left  no  will,  it  was  necessary  to  prove  in  some  other 
way  that  he  v/as  the  father  of  tho  15  in  the  Equity  Case.  The  Revolut¬ 
ionary  War  pension  application  of  Adam  Boono  stated  that  in  1777  he 
lived  with  his  father,  Nicholas  Boone,  on  his  farm  or.  Pipe  Creek,  Fred¬ 
erick  Co.,  Md. ,  and  later  moved  to  a  farm  in  Montgomery  Co. ,  I'd.  In 
tho  distribution  of  Jacob's  estate,  Adam  was  always  named  as  tho  first 
brother,  but  the  point  to  prove  was  whether  the  Adam  of  the  Revolut¬ 
ionary  War  and  the  Adam,  heir  of  Jacob,  were  the  same  person.  Adam's 
sharo  of  Jacob's  estate  lay  unclaimed  by  his  heirs,  so  on  May  12,  1845, 
Letters  of  Administration  were  granted  to  their  brother  Solomon,  who 
executed  a  bond  (Liber  G.E.H.  #4,  folio  279)  binding  himself  to  "well 
and  truly  perform  the  office  of  Administration  cf  Adam  Boone,  late  of 
Mon t e one ry  Co. ,  M d . .  deceased,  according  to  law,  etc."  Thus  the  A dan 
of  Montgomery  County,  who  stated  in  his  pension  papers  that  his  father 
was  Nicholas  of  Pipe  Creek,  was  tho  Adam  of  Montgomery  County  who  v/as 
ono  of  tho  heirs  of  Jacob  Boono,  If  Nicholas  was  the  father  of  Adam 
then  ho  was  the  father  of  all  fifteen.

♦Adam  Boone  enlisted  in  1777  and  served  3  months  as  a  private  in 
Capt.  Edward  Burgess*  Maryland  Company,  engaged  in  guarding  prisoners;  he 
enlisted  in  1778  and  served  about  6  months  ns  a  private  in  Capt,  C-eorge 
Beckwith's  Maryland  Company,  during  which  he  was  stationed  in  Erederick 
Town,  Maryland,  guarding  prisoners,  and  marched  with  them  to  York,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  when  they  were  exchanged.  (Rev.  War  Pension  Claim  S.  8075)* 

Adam  accumlated  considerable  property  and  his  will  was  filed  at 
Rockville,  Montgomery  Co.,  Md. ,  Sept.  15,  1837  (Liber  V,  folio  97).  The 
vito.l  records  of  St.  John's  Church  (Catholic)  at  Forest  Glen,  Montgomery 
Co.,  Mid.,  which  arc  in  the  D.A.R,  Library  at  Washington,  D.C.,  give  his 
death  date  as  Aug,  25,  1837*  about  77  years  old,  and  his  wife's,  Lucilla 
Boone,  Dec.  11,  1835*  72  years  old.

At  the  sale,  Ma,ry  Boon,  widow  of  Jacob,  was  the  highest  bidder  for 
the  land,  a  deed  being  ma.de  to  her  and  the  amr.unt  distributed  among  the 
above  named  heirs  June  20,  1848  (Liber  T.S.  #2,  folic  717)*  nt  which  time 
Adam,  Martin,  Michael,  John,  Elizabeth  Metz,  Susanna  Shewey,  Catherine 
Eyler,  and  perhaps  others,  were  deceased.

JACOB  BOOH  SR, 

JACOB  BOOn  Sr.,  son  of  Johann  Biel  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced  Been)- 
nay  have  b~en  their  first  son,  da.te  of  birth  unknown,  died  in  1814  at 
Boone  Mill,  Virginia,  An  inventory  of  his  estate  is  on  file  at  Rocky 
Mount,  Franklin  Co.,  Virginia,  dated  March  17,  1814,  Ke  was  married  in 

Maryland  about  17^9  or  1770  tc  Catrin  (Catherine)  _  whose  will  was 

filed  in  1822.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Boone  Cemetery  at  Boone  Mill. 

Jacob's  father  bequeathed  to  him  his  dwelling  plantation,  "Boon's 
Content"  and  125  acres  of  land,  with  the  proviso  that  Jacob’s  mother, 

Mary,  should  keep  possession  of  it  until  Adam,  their  youngest  sen,  be¬ 
came  of  age.  Because  of  the  transfers  of  the  land  in  1777*  it  appears 
that  Adam  became  of  age  that  year,  or  that  the  mother,  Mary,  had  died. 

July  12.  1777*  Nicholas  Boone,  administrator  of  his  father's  estate, 
and  wife  Barbara,  deeded  to  Jacob  Boone,  Blacksmith,  80  acres  off  of 
"Shear  Spring"  and  40  acres  off  of  "Boon's  Content"  together  with  a  lot 
(in  Frizellburg)  off  of  "Wagoner's  Fancy"  containing  p-  acre,  EXCEPT  80 
perches  (-£  acre )  to  be  in  a  square  around  the  graveyard  on  the  "Shear 
Spring"  tract  (Liber  R,P, ,  folic  207). 

July  12,  1777*  Jacob  Been,  Blacksmith,  and  his  wife  Catrin,  deeded 
to  Nicholas  Boon,  Farmer,  his  interest  in  a  part  of  "Black  Oak  Hill" 
which  was  "Foul"  on  "No  Whiskey"  tract,  7i‘  acres,  Jacob  had  purchased 
this  7t  acres  cf  Valentine  Mirer  (Meyer?)  on  June  25,  1770  (Liber  N.  fo¬ 
lio  203). 

September  18,  1777*  Jacob  3oono,  Farmer,  deeded  tc  Mary  Triplett  cf 
Baltimore,  Widow,  all  of  his  interest  in  the  tree  tracts,  graveyard  ex¬ 
cepted,  wife  Catharine  joining  in  the  deed  (Liber  R.P.  folio  250).  This 
is  the  last  record  of  Jacob  Boon  on  file  in  Frederick  Co.,  Maryland, 

Jacob  was  on  the  Committee  cf  Observation  cf  Frederick  County  during 
the  Revolutionary  War,  as  were  Nicholas  and  John  (Md.  Hist.  Mag.  Vol,  11. 
page  164) ,  and  at  least  one  person  has  joined  the  B.A.R.  through  Jacob's 
service.  Abraham  took  an  Oath  of  Fidelity  tc  the  Government  in  1778,  Ja¬ 
cob  began  paying  taxes  in  Bedford  (now  Franklin)  Co. ,  Virginia  in  1782, 
John  in  1784  (later  moving  tc  Montgomery  County),  and  Abraham  paid  person¬ 
al  taxes  in  Rockingham  Co.,  Virginia,  in  1791*  land  taxes  in  179&. 

Boone  Mill,  where  Jacob  built  the  old  mill,  and  engaged  in  farming 
and  milling,  is  about  15  miles  south  of  Roanoke  on  the  Norfolk  &  Western 
Railroad.  It  is  probable  that  the  first  four  or  five  of  his  children 
v/ere  born  in  Maryland  and  the  rest  in  Virginia.  Accounts  of  him  and  his 
descendants  have  been  printed  in  some  of  the  Boone  Bulletins.  Jacob  and

Abraham  moved,  to  Virginia  between  1700  and  1795,  as  he  first  appears 
on  the  deed  records  in  Rockingham  County  in  1795  when  he  purchased  land  from 
Sarah.  Eoadarmcr .  His  will  was  dated  Mar,  7,  1825  and  filed  at  the  April 
term  of  court  in  1827 — executors  Henry  Lipc,  Aaron  Sol omon  and  Jacob  Boon, 
a  nephew,  Henry  Lipc  had  died  sc  the  charges  for  recording  the  will  were

One  clause  in  Abraham's  will  was  that  his  r.ephew,  Abraham  Bohn,  living 
on  a  plantation  in  Augusta  County  tint  he  had  sold  to  him  conditionally,  was 
to  pay  $1451.40  in  3  years  after  his  death  to  the  children  of  his  brothers, 
Jacob  and  John,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them,  nephew  Abraham  to  receive 
his  shc?.re  along  with  the  others*  In  case  nephew  Abraham  failed  to  pay  the 
amount,  the  executors  were  to  sell  the  laid  in  any  way  they  thought  best. 
Young  Abraham  declined  to  take  it  on  the  terms  named  aid  it  was  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder — Jacob  Boon,  onocutor,  (Liber  60,  folio  439,  Augusta  Co,, 

Va«  Deeds) . 


Both  Jacob  Sr.  end  John  Sr.  had  sons  named  Jacob  and  Abraham,  but  these 
two  appear  to  have  been  the  sons  of  Jacob  Sr.  end  Catherine,  An  old  letter 
written  by  Michael  Sullivan  Jan.  15,  1830  from  Frederick,  Kd«  to  his  cousin, 
Henry  Hoss  in  Greenville  College,  Tern,  shows  there  was  dissension  over  the 
settlement  of  the  estate.  It  seems  that  Jacob  Bohn,  executor,  did  not  notify 
the  Maryland  relatives  of  the  death  of  Abraham  Sr. ,  which  they  learned  acci¬ 
dentally  many  months  later,  and  Michael  reached  Virginia  just  in  time  to  sec 
.the  farm  sold  to  Jacob  Bohr.,  executor.  Because-  of  this  dissension,  present 
geno.ra.ti  one  have  the  nonce  of  A.brakar:'  s  brothers  and  sisters  along  with  most 
cf  their  children  (given  on  a  previous  page)  from  the  court  records  at 
Staunton,  Va.  (Chancery  Order  Book,  1—133,  page  337,  date  1824,  Augusta 
Co , ,  \ a, ) .

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MARGARET  (EGON)  PGUDER- E7ERLY . 

MARGARET  BOON,  daughter  of  Johann  Dial  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced 
Boon),  was  the  first  named  daughter  in  her  father's  will  (page  6).  She 
married  Leonard  Powder-Fouder ,  1730-76,  about  1760  (8  ch. ) ,  and  John  Ever- 
ly,  who  died  in  1802,  about  1780  (2  ch.).  A  picture  of  her  tombstone  in 
Kreider  Cemetery,  Westminster,  Maryland,  shows  the  inscription  to  be  "In 
Memory  of  Margaret  Everlv  who  was  born  in  the  year  37^3  and  departed  th: s 
life  the  third  day  of  March  1814  aged  71  years,"  She  lies  with  her  Evar- 
ly  grandchildren,  and  David  Everly,  her  son,  is  in  another  row.  The  grave 
of  John  Everly  cannot  now  be  identified. 

Leonard  Powder,  one  of  the  organizers  of  Kreider' s  Union  Lutheran 
and  German  Reformed  Churches  in  1763,  did  not  get  to  be  buried  in  the 
cemetery  in  connection.  His  lone  grave  is  cn  their  home  place,  the  "Spin¬ 
ning  Wheel"  farm,  about  2  miles  from  Westminster  cn  the  state  road  toward 
Union  Bridge,  now  owned  by  William  H.  Robertson.  He  died  in  December  and 
the  story  is  that  a  very  severe  snow  storm  and  bad  roads  made  it  impossi¬ 
ble  to  get  to  the  cemetery.  Descriptions  by  descendants,  and  a  picture 
of  his  limestone  marker,  show  it  to  be  about  1-|-  feet  high,  1  foot  wide, 
with  just  the  date  "1776"  carved  on  it,  the  sevens  made  backwards. 

The  old  Kreider  Church  Records,  which  Mr.  Ze.hn  translated  from  the 
German,  are  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  in  Baltimore.  On  page  2o 
they  state  that  Leonard  Putcr  v.r.s  one  of  34  men  to  bind  themselves  tc 
pay  (each)  100  pounds  lav/ful  money  if,  for  any  reason,  they  break  the  Ag¬ 
reement  after  Dedication  of  the  Church,  April  4,  1 7 63 .  The  two  congre¬ 
gations — Lutheran  and  German  Reformed — worshipped  alternately  in  the  same 
building  in  an  early  day. 


Many  of  the  descendants  call  Leonard  Powder  by  the  name  of  Jacob 
Leonard  Powder,  but  his  name  in  all  church  and  court  house  records  and 
his  cwn  signature  to  his  will  is  simply  "Leonard  Powder"  so  this  compiler 
uses  that  nane.  While  most  of  the  family  now  spell  it  Pcuder  (pronounced 
Pcoder),  the  early  ones  spelled  it  Powder  and.  these  in  Carroll  Comity, 
Maryland,  still  do.  Other  watys  found  in  Maryland  records  by  this  compi¬ 
ler  are--Puder,  Puter,  Powder,  Peucler,  Poetcr  and  Pocc'.er.  The  story  in 
the  family  is  that  his  parents,  Jacob  ann  Mary  (Leonard)  Powder,  embarked 
for  America,  in  1730*  the  wife  giving  birth  tc  a  sen  cn  the  voyage,  suc¬ 
cumbed,  and  was  buried  at  sea,  the  son  being  Leonard  or  Jacob  Leonard 
Powder.  Ail  efforts  tc  learn  the  nameef  the  boat,  etc.,  have  failed. 


The  Debt  Books  for  Frederick  County,  which  are  in  Annapolis,  shew 
this  entry  in  1768 — Leonard.  Pcv<  or  to  Michael  Wells  for  part  of  the  "Re- 
survey  on  Good.  Fellowship"  (150  acres),  also  "Now  Unwilling"  and  "Spin¬ 
ning  Wheel."  A  deed  is  on  fil°  at  Frererick  for  "Spinning  Ydhoel"  pur¬ 
chased  by  Leonard.  Powi.er  from  Michael  Wells  in  1767 — 150  acres.

was  filed  at  Frederick,  Sept.  11,  1797  (Liber  G.M.  ~3*  fc- 
20  yerrs  after  his  death  and  about  the  time  his  youngest 
,  became  of  age.  This  compiler  knows  of  a  case  where  a 
cund  until  7  years  after  death.  Questioned  as  tc  such  a  de~ 
the  will  of  Leon'-rd  Powder,  the  reply  came  from  the  State  Ar- 
Of  Records,  Annapolis,  as  follows:  "I  believe  there  is  no 
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statute  of  limitations  for  probating  a  will.  I  have  been  told  of  a  case 
in  which  as  much  as  4o  years  elapsed  between  the  signing  of  the  will  and 
its  probate.  Of  course,  in  such  extreme  cases,  the  heirs  must  show  good 
cause  for  the  delay."  A  genealogist,  with  long  experience  in  Los  Angeles, 
says  that  in  nearly  every  case  the  delayed  filing  of  a  will  is  to  allow 
the  youngest  child  to  become  of  legal  age  before  it  is  done. 

Margaret  (Soon)  Powder  was  left  with  a  family  of  eight  young  children 
ranging  from  fifteen  years  dovm  to  very  small  ones.  About  17S0  she  mar¬ 
ried  second,  John  Everly  (one  of  the  witnesses  to  Leonard  Powder's  will), 
by  whom  she  had  two  more  children — David  and  Margaret  Everly.  Both  are 
named  in  the  list  of  heirs  in  the  estate  of  her  brother,  Abraham  Bohn-Soon, 
in  Virginia  (page  8).  See  page  25  for  proof  of  the  birth  and  christening 
of  Da.vid  Everly  in  1781.  The  name  early  was  Eberle,  Eberly,  Epperly,  etc. 

In  1775  John  Everly  patented  92  acres  of  a  tract  called  "The  Ead  Wife." 
In  179S  and  later  he  bought  the  interests  of  the  Powder  heirs  in  the  land 
left  to  them  by  their  father.  On  Octobpr  1798  John  Powder,  joiner,  of 
Frederick  County,  and  Leonard  Fowder  and  wife  Elizabeth,  of  Baltimore  Coun¬ 
ty,  deeded  to  him  their  2/8  interest  in  trncts  "Good  Fellowship"  and  "Spin¬ 
ning  Wheel"  for  206  pounds  current  money  (Liber  W.R,  #17,  folio  33*0  •  Ja- 
cob  and  Andrew  Powder  deeded  their  2/8  interest  to  him  in  1802,  etc. 


John  Everly  was  on  the  Committee  of  Observation  of  Frederick  County 
during  the  Revolutionary  War  (Md.  Kist.  Mag.  Vol.  11-1816)  which  entitles 
his  descendants  to  membership  in  the  S.A.R.  and  D.A.R.  He  died  intestate 
in  1802  and  Henry  Peters  was  appointed  administrator  of  his  estate.  His 
first  account  was  dated  Dec.  l4,  1802  (Liber  G.M.  #2,  folio  231)  and  his 
final  account  Dec.  11,  1804  (Liber  G.M.  #2,  folio  3&9)  which  time  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  personal  estate  was  made — 1/3  to  the  widow,  and  l/3  to 
each  of  his  children,  Da.vid  and  Margaret. 


When  Michael  Sullivan  sent  the  list  of  heirs  of  Abraham  Bohn-Boon  liv¬ 
ing  in  Maryland,  Abraham  Pouder’s  name  was  not  included.  He  probably  did 
not  enter  into  the  suit,  as  he  was  yet  in  the  state  when  distribution  was 
ma.de  in  1834,  his  daughter  Mary  having  died  there  in  I836.  The  8  children 
of  Leonard  and  Margaret  (Boon)  Powder-Pcuder ,  and  the  2  children  cf  John 
and  Margaret  (Boon)  Pouder-Everly ,  were —

Devald  Eberly  is  born  and  christened  in  America,  State  of  Maryland) 
County  of  Frederick  in  Peiferickhundert.  (Peiferick  Hundred) 


The  parents  were  the  witnesses  to  the  Christening. 

(Eberly  later  became  Everly,  and  Devald  took  the  name  of  David,  which 
is  his  name  on  his  tombstone  in  Kroider  Cemetery,  Westminster,  Maryland). 


The  original  of  the  above  was  in  German  and  was  found  in  an  old  medi¬ 
cal  book,  which  was  published  at  Frankfort  am  Main  in  1603,  by  A.  Leslyo 
Buchen  of  Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  Hr.  Buchan  is  a  great  grandson  of  David 
(Dev/ald  above)  Everly' s  sister,  Margaret  (Everly)  Zurbuchcn,  later  Bucher.. 
David  and  Margaret  v/ere  children  of  Margaret  Bohnc  (pronounced  Boone)  by 
her  second  husband,  John  Everly.  Her  first  husband  was  Leonard  Pouder. 

This  Certificate  was  translated  April  I5U3  and  proves  without  ques¬ 
tion  the  unmarried  name  of  Margaret  (Bohne-Boone)  Pouder- Everly. 
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MARY  (BOON)  HOSS 

MARY  BOOH,  daughter  of  Johann  Biel  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced  Boon), 
was  the  second  daughter  mentioned  in  her  father's  vill,  by  which  she  was 
to  receive  a  share  of  his  personal  property.  If  he  named  his  daughters 
in  the  order  of  their  birth,  then  Mary  was  born  between  17^3  1753 

(the  years  her  sisters  Margaret  and  Catherine  were  born)  and  died  in 
Washington  County,  Tennessee,  before  March  7.  1825,  the  date  her  brother, 
Abraham  Boon,  made  his  will  in  Rockingham  Co.,  Virginia, 

Mary  was  married  in  Maryland  to  Jacob  Eoss  who  died  in  18l6  or  1817, 
his  will  (page  28)  being  made  in  1816  and  filed  at  Jonesboro,  Tennessee, 
at  the  April  term  cf  court  in  1817.  In  it  he  called  his  wife  "Marget"  so 
it  appears  that  he  either  had  a  second  wife,  or  else  a  special  name  ef 
his  own  for  Mary,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  her  sister  Margaret  married 
Leonard  Pouder  and  John  Bvcrly.  Jacob  and  Mary  Eoss  moved  to  Tennessee 
about  1780  and  settled  near  Johnson  City  where  he  became  a  large  land  and 
slave  owner.  Washington  County  is  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state-.

CATHERINE  BOON,  daughter  of  Johann  Biel  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced 
Boon),  was  the  third  daughter  named  in  her  father’s  will  "by  which  she  was 
to  receive  a, share  of  his  personal  estate.  Catherine,  1753-1824,  aged  71» 
was  married  about  1775  "to  Cornelius  Sullivan,  1749-1816,  aged  67,  "both 
buried  in  Kreider  Cemetery  near  Westminster,  Maryland.  (Scharf’B  "Hist,  of 
Western  Md. "  page  924) „  Their  graves  and  the  grave  of  their  son  David  can¬ 
not  now  be  located.  Their  wills,  given  herewith,  are  on  file  at  Frederick, 

Cornelius  Sullivan  is  said  to  have  descended  from  Sir  Philip  O’Sulli¬ 
van  of  County  Cork,  Ireland.  It  is  not  known  when  his  family  migrated  to 
America.  He  settled  not  far  from  Westminster,  Maryland,  but  no  original 
patents  were  granted  to  him  so  his  land  was  acquired  by  purchase. 

Cornelius  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  War  Dec.  25,  1776  ana  served 
in  Capt,  Ferderick  Deans'  Company,  Jth  Regiment  (Archives  of  Md. ,  Vol.  IS, 
page  305)»  Some  of  his  descendants  belong  to  the  S.A.R.  or  D.A.R.  One  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Daughters  of  American  Colonists.  All  of  his  sons  except  John 
and  Michael  served  in  the  War  of  1812  in  Capt.  William  Durbin  Jr.’s  Company, 
Randall’s  Battalion  of  Riflemen,  Maryland  Militia.  Jacob  and  Abraham  were 
privates,  David  and  William  sergeants,  and  Daniel  a  lieutenant.  His  son-in- 
law,  Jacob  Bair,  is  said  to  have  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  also. 


Michael  was  a  member  of  the  first  grand  jury  of  Carroll  County  in  1837 
and  a  Judge  of  the  Orphans  Court,  1839  to  1845,  and  1851  to  1859*  On  Janu¬ 
ary  l6,  1830  he  wrote  to  his  cousin,  Henry  Hoss  of  Greenville  College,  Tenn, 4 
regarding  the  dissension  over  the  estate  of  their  uncle,  Abraham  Bohn,  in 
Virginia.  He  stated  that  Pouders,  Kosses  and  Millers  were  not  memtioned  in 
Abraham’s  will.  Of  his  brothers  and  sisters,  he  said — William  lives  at  the 
Mill  where  I  formerly  lived;  Daniel  lives  in  Uniontown  about  7  wiles  from 
Westminster;  Mary  keeps  house  by  herself  near  where  my  mother  lived;  my  sis¬ 
ter,  Margaret  Bear,  lives  near  Hanover,  Pa.  Also — the  Pouders  are  all  well 
at  present.  Our  cousin,  George  Pouder  of  Baltimore,  and  Jacob  Pouder  Jr.  of 
Westminster,  wero  in  favor  of  the  re-election  of  John  Q.  Adams,  as  was  also 
my  brothers  John,  Abraham  and  William.  Jacob,  Daniel  and  myself  were  in  fa.- 
vor  of  the  present  Chief  Magistrate — meaning  Andrew  Jackson.  George  Pouder, 
1792-1830,  was  a  2d  cousin,  a  son  of  William  Leonard  of  Baltimore;  so  was 
also  Jacob  Pouder  Jr.,  later  Judge,  179^-1870,  a  son  Jacob  of  Westminster.

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ELIZABETH  (BOON)  MUELLER-KILLER. 


ELIZABETH  BOON,  daughter  cf  Johann  Diel  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced 
Boon)  was  probably  born  about  1755  (as  her  sister  Catherine  was  born  in 
1753)  and  hied  before  1825 — the  date  cf  her  brother  Abraham1 s  will.  She 
was  the  last  named  daughter  in  her  father's  will  ana  was  about  nine  years 
of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1764,  She  was  to  receive  a  portion  cf 
his  personal  estate  a.lcng  with  her  sisters  Margaret,  Mary  and  Catherine 
and  brothers  John  and  Adam  who  were  not  yet  of  age.  About  177b  Elizabeth 
was  married  to  Peter  Muller,  Mueller,  later  Miller,  probably  at  her  home 
not  far  from  the  village  cf  Prizellburg,  Broderick  (new  Carroll)  County, 
Maryland.  Peter  Miller  was  cf  German  descent  and  it  is  thought  a  native 
of  Germany.  It  has  been  definitely  learned  by  some  cf  his  descendants 
that  he  was  not  one  cf  the  Peter  Millers  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

In  an  old  letter  written  by  Jacob  Cloo.rwa.ters,  dated  Jan.  12,  1888  at 
Litchfield,  Montgomery  Cc.  ,  Ill.,  he  claimed  thr-.t  his  mother,  Jane,  was  a 
daughter  of  Peter  and  Elizabeth  (Beene)  Miller;  that  she  was  born  in  1721 t 
married  his  father,  Reuben  Clearwp.ters,  in  1802,  and  that  they  settled  in 
Highland  Co.,  Ohio.  He  said  that  the  Miller  family  moved  to  the  south 
branch  of  the  Pctcnac  River,  near  Harper’s  Perry,  in  17S3j  and  on  to  Wash¬ 
ington  Co.,  Tennessee  in  1757* 

Some  yea.rs  ago  Colonel  LeRcy  Reeves  (now  retired)  of  Washington,  D.C., 
a  descendant,  visited  the  home  place  in  Tennessee  and  stated  that  Peter 
Miller  settled  on  what  later  became  the  James  P.  McNeil  farm  between  John¬ 
son  City  and  Jonesboro,  where  he  lived  a  thrifty  farmer  until  death.  He 
was  buried  in  a  small  graveyard  on  the  farm  but  it  was  sc  overgrown  with 
trees  that  his  grave  could  net  be  identified.  His  v/ife  and  dn.ughter,  Mary 
(Miller)  Reeves,  were  buried  in  the  cld  cemetery  a.t  Jonesboro  and-thoir 
graves  are  also  lost.  The  Millers  were  devoted  members  cf  the  Methodist 
Church  South.  Their  old  German  Bible  was  lost  about  1920  and  if  it  con¬ 
temned  a  family  record,  the  loss  is  irreparable,  as  it  would  establish  the 
names  and  number  of  the  Miller  children,  which  are  in  doubt. 

Unfortunately  for  researchers,  another  Peter  Miller,  a  German  Baptist 
cr  Dunkard,  lived  in  Washington  County,  in  the  Knob  Hill  section,  and  the 
descendants  of  the  two  have  been  confused.  This  Peter’s  will,  made  in 
1801  and  filed  in  1809  (Will  Book  #1,  page  l64),  names  his  wife  Mary,  and 
children — Jacob,  Mary  Painter,  Elizabeth  Skylos,  Barbara  and  Margaret  Mil¬ 
ler.  Executor,  Mikel  Broyles,

In  the  before  mentioned  letter  of  Michael  Sullivan,  written  from  Mary¬ 
land  in  I83O,  to  his  cousin,  Henry  Hoss  in  Tennessee,  he  said  that  the  Pcu- 
ders,  Kosses  and  Millers  were  not  mentioned  in  the  will  cf  their  uncle,  Ab¬ 
raham  Boon,  sc  they  could  not  look  for  anything.  However ,  as  the  result 
of  an  action  brought  by  Michael  Sullivan,  they  did:  share  in  the  distribu¬ 
tion.  (See  pages  7  &  8).  Pour  children  cf  Peter  and.  Elizabeth  and  the  hus¬ 
band  of  their  deceased  daughter  Mary,  were  living  in  Tennessee  at  the  time 
of  the  distribution — Jacob,  John,  Peter,  Abraham  and  Edward..  Reeves.  The 
Miller  descendants  know  there  was  a  James,  and  the  Clearwater s  descendants 
claim  there  v/as  a  Jane,  thus  the  7  known  children  would  be:

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ADAM  BOON  Sr 


ADAM  BOON  Sr.,  youngest  son  of  Johann  Biel  and  Mary  Bohn  (pronounced 
Boon),  may  also  have  teen  their  youngest  child.  He  and  his  brother  John 
were  each  bequeathed  5  pounds  Current  Money  by  their  father,  tc  be  paid  to 
them  by  their  brother  Nicholas  when  they  became  of  age;  also  an  equal 
share  of  his  personal  property  al  ng  with  their  sisters — Margaret.  Mary, 
Oatherine  and  Elizabeth.  Adam  may  have  become  of  age  in  1777  &s  the  Bohn 
land  was  sold  that,  year,  and  the  mother.  Mary,  was  to  keep  entire  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  home  place  until  Adam  became  of  age.  All  trace  of  Adam  has 
been  lest  and  it  is  not  known  whether  he  died  early  or  removed  from  Mary¬ 
land.  His  half  brother,  Nicholas  Sr, ,  gave  his  first  son,  who  was  a  sol¬ 
dier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  name  of  Aaan.  As  far  as  is  known,  these 
tv/o  are  the  only  ones  who  bore  the  name  as  it  has  not  been  carried  down  in 
the  Boon  family.  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  following  records  may 
refer  to  Adam  Sr.,  as  Adam,  son  of  Nicholas  Sr.,  went  to  Montgomery  Co,, 
Maryland,  after  the  war  and  died  there.  (Page  13) 

August  13,  1816  a  deed  was  filed  at  Frederick,  Maryland  from  Thomas 
Redford  to  Adam  Bohn  of  Franklin  Co ,  ,  Pe nn sy lvar.i a ,  for  Lot  #8  in  Shields 
Addition  to  Emmitsburg,  Maryland,  with  all  buildings  and  improvements  for 
$350.  (Liber  J.S.  #3,  folio  344) 

June  16,  1818  a  deed  v/as  filed  from  Adam  Bohn  to  David  Hephard  (Kep- 
hart)  for  this  same  property  for  $450,  (Liber  J.S.  #6,  folio  587)  He 
signed  his  name — Adam  Bone. 

Thera  are  many  Bones  and  Bohns  in  the  court  house  records  at  Cham~ 
bersburg,  Franklin  Co. ,  Pennsylvania,  among  them  some  named  Adam.  There 
may  be  no  connection  between  them  and  the  Maryland  family,  though  it  is 
possible  that  Adam  may  have  gone  there  and  established  a  family.  This 
compiler  has  not  had  the  time  to  go  into  the  matter. 


Note — Since  pages  38  and  39  were  finished,  it  has  been  learned  that 
Reuben  and  Jane  (Miller)  Clearwatcrs  moved  from  Chio  to  Putnam  Co. ,  Indi¬ 
ana,  and  in  1828  to  McLean  Co.,  Illinois,  both  djing  at  LeRoy.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  four  sons  on  the  chert,  there  were  at  least  three  daughters — 
Mary  Ann,  who  married  Patton  Campbell  in  I836;  Cassandra  Jane,  who  married 
James  Kimler  in  1838;  and  Melinda,  who  married  Pcwell  Raston  in  IS3S.  Ja¬ 
cob  married  Susannah  Stansberry  in  1839«
